LOOKOUT FOR THE FELLOW who professes to be worry­ 
ing about the downtrodden taxpayer and whether Uncle 
Sam is getting enough for his surplus property! This “big- 
hearted” attitude on the part of organized opposition to 
acquisition by the city of the Torney Hospital property 
smells to heaven. W hile a committee of Congress is looking 
into the Torney matter next week, there is likely little hope 
that the situation w ill be greatly changed. The damage has 
been done. 
No m atter w hat disposition is made of the hospital property, 
V iilagcrs should have learned to distinguish personal interests 
from those w hich are unselfish and sincere. They should guard 
against allowing personal interests to accom plish th eir purpose/ 
when it is contrary to th e common good of the com m unity. Look 
for the motive and you 11 usually find th e right answ er. 
In the A ugust issue of Reader's Digest, we find this pray er of 
the Rev. Dr. P eter M arshall upon the opening of a session of the

LAWYERS W ILL BENEFIT m ost by th e T aft-H artley labor bill— 
at least that is the w ay m any new spaper m en felt about it who 
listened to an explanation of the bill at a m eeting in Los Angeles 
this week. It is one of the most complicated pieces of legislation 
ever w ritten. Almost every provision seem s to be open to contest 
by one side or the other. C ourt argum ents over it w ill be long, 
bitter and expensive. It would take w eeks of study to understand 
it clearly. 


Typical of th e com plexity of the bill w as a rem ark m ade to 
my fellow new spaperm an after the speaker had been discuss­ 
ing th e act for almost an hour: “Say, is this thing good or bad?" 
W ouldn’t say th a t 1 could even answ er th at one! 


T he bill does have good and bad provisions, bu t m ost of all 
it is clear cut. It leaves room for lots of argum ents as to its in ­ 
tentions. It w ill likely take a long series of “court rulings^ to 
tell ju st what th e effect of the bill will be on industrial relations.

The local post w hich w ill cele­ 
brate its first year since organ­ 
izing in Palm Springs Friday, 
im m ediately announced plans for

Ratio of Tax Paid 


To Tax Rate Shows 


Sharp Gains Here 


Each cent of R iverside county 
tax rate for 1946-47 brought in 
41 per cent more in county taxes 
than a cent of county tax rate 
did in prew ar 1941-42, California 
Taxpayers association said today, 
m aking public its study of the 
effect of increases in assessed 
values on the productivity of tax 
rates. 
In 1946-47, each cent of county 
tax rate raised $12,728 in taxes, 
com pared with th e $9,022 which 
each cent of the 1941-42 rate 
raised. Assessed valuation of tax ­ 
able property in the county for 
1946-47 totalled $127,278,160. For 
1941-42, total taxable valuation 
in the county was $90,224,790. 


EVERY CENT of local tax rate 
in each of the local governm ents 
of the county showed a gain in 
tax collecting productivity pro­ 
portionate to the increase in tax ­ 
able valuation of property in the 
local unit, the association said. 
In 
alm ost 
every 
California 
county, 
taxable 
valuations 
of 
property for 1947-48 are reported 
s h o w i n g large-scale increases 
over valuations for 1946-47, the 
T axpayers’ association said, point­ 
ing out th at all the increase in 
assessed values w ill directly in­ 
crease the yield of each cent of 
tax rate of the local governm ent 
in which the grow th in valuation 
occurs. 
Local 
tax rates 
for 
1947-48 
should reflect the increases in 
assessed values. 
Half-m easure tax rate reduc­ 
tions w ill result in unnecessarily 
large increases in local taxes for 
1947-48.

By June 1943 store population 
had decreased to 170,555 registra­ 
tions, a loss of 16 per cent w hich 


was 
slightly greater 
than

national average. By the close of 
last year the entire w artim e loss 
had been regained and the pre­ 
w ar peak of 1941 surpassed by 
more than 40,000 outlets.

a H orned V iper from the Saharan 
area of N orth Africa. The am az­ 
ing thing about the Horned Viper 
is that it is almost identical in 
appearance with the Sidew inder 
except for the lack of rattles on 
th e tail. Both snakes have iden­ 
tical color and m arkings, 
and 
both have horn-like scale pro- 
I ctions over each eye. Y et the 
two snakes are only distantly re­ 


lated. And in addition, the horned 
viper also moves sideways in tra ­ 
versing sandy areas, exactly like 
the 
sidewinder! 
This 
peculiar 
m ethod of locomotion is certainly 
a response to living in sandy 
loose terrain and not because the 
tw o reptiles are allied. M y side­ 
w inder will be placed (it prob­ 
ably already has been by now) 
on exhibition w ith the viper, to ­ 
gether in the same case, to show 
this 
amazing 
sim ilarity.

Federal Funds for 
Flood Protection 


Allotted to Desert 
Funds totaling four and one- 
half million dollars have been al­ 
located to Riverside County’s 
Coachella Valley by Interior Sec­ 
retary Julius A. Krug for flood 
control work, it was announced 
this w e e k by Earl Redwine, 
county counsel. 
The money will be used for 
construction of dikes, levees, re­ 
vetments and other devices for 
protection of the All American 
Canal, railroad lines, highways 
and the vast agricultural interests 
of the Coachella Valley. Work 
will begin immediately, it is ex­ 
pected, and will be completed in 
18 months. 
ALLOCATION of the funds by 
the secretary of the interior fol­ 
lowed signing by President Tru- 
. man of a bill introduced by Con- 
1 gressman John Phillips of Ban­ 
ning which passed both the House 
and Senate unanimously, and 
filing of reports by the War and 
Interior Departments as to feasi­ 
bility and necessity for flood pro­ 
tection work in Riverside county. 
The flood control work will be 
adequate to protect Valley inter­ 
ests from flash floods originating 
among encircling hills to the 
north and east of the All Ameri­ 
can Canal, according to County 
Counsel Redwine. 
THE FUNDS allocated for ex­ 
penditure in the Coachella Valley 
are of the type known as non­ 
reimbursable, which means that 
the Federal government does not 
expect repayment from county 
or state. 
The bill sponsored by Con­ 
gressman Phillips was designed 
HR-33448. 
Preliminary work on the gov­ 
ernment’s huge program of flood 
control in Riverside County al­ 
ready has been done, it is report­ 
ed, and with allocation of neces­ 
sary funds by Secretary Krug the 
program is expected to be ex­ 
pedited .
